The autopsy performed by Dr. H. L. Nel- 
tert, the Coroner’s surgeon, showed’ that 
Bevan died from abdominal perforation, 
and hig intestinal condition strongly indi- 
cated ‘typhoid. 

There was né contusion, thus *mystifying 
the report that Bevan wus kicked to death

The point at issue is whether Bevan was

In explaining his post-mortem report to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Dr. Neitert said: 

“T can not say that the man was sane. 
That is not for me to det@érmine. Of 
course I take it for granted that he was 
deranged, or he would not have been in 
an asylum so long. 

“TIT found the brain normal and so re- 
ported. My examination was not close 
enough to entitle me to an opinion as to 
sanity. It is what we call gross inspection, 

‘‘T delivered the brain to Dr. Runge, the 
asvlum superintendent, and he is going to 
make an examinat'on under the micro- 
scope. That will be the proper test. 

‘‘As to tne cause of death, I am positive 
that perforation of the bowels, due to ul- 
ceration, was the cause. The patient had 
evidentivy been in an ulcerated condition for 
several davs. His life was simply hangine 
by a thread, and the kick he sustained from 
another inmate of the asylum so shocked 
him that death resulted suddenly.’ 

Dr. Runge, the asylum superintendent, 
was present at the autopsy, and agrees with 
Dr. Neitert as to the ulceration. He says, 
however, that Bevan had not been com- 
plaining of illness, and only the night be- 
fore his death he ate a hearty supper, sv 
Dr. Runge says. 

As to Bevan's insanity, 
there was no doubt.

MINERS’ TEMPER AGAIN SHOWN. 


Report the Negroes Are Near Virden 
Brings Them Out in Droves. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CARLINVILLE, IIl., Sept. 29.—The opera- 
tors of the Chicago Virden Coal Co., at Vir- 
den, were given another sharp object lesson 


as to ¢he temper of their striking employes 
last evening. A rumor to the effect that thc 
second train load of Alabama negro minets 
was at East St. Louis and would reach Vir- 
- t midnight reached here at 8 o'clock. 
*. sm men passed the word along the line, 
and in a short time hundreds of miners 
from Nilwood, Girard, Green Ridge and Au- 
burn were on the way to Virden to aid the'r 
brethren in preventing the negroes from be- 
ing run into the company’s stockade, 

After learning that the report was un- 
true they quietly dispersed, leaving a small 
force of sentinels to keep guard, Several 
weeks ago the Chicago officials ofthe Green 
Ridge shaft sent a non-union boss named 
White to that nlace to have the shalt 
cleaned up in readiness for operation if the 
Virden plan went through, and yesterday 
the miners escorted him from the camp. 


THREE CONFLICTS IN ALL. 


ne Citizen Shot at Pana and Five Ne- 

groes Reported Wounded. 

PANA, IIL, Sept. 29.—Three conflicts with 
arms between the original Pana miners and 
the impgrted negro laborers occurred here 
last nignt. 

How many persons were wounded or 
killed cannot yet be learned and will prob- 
ably never be known. It is known, how- 
ever, that Chief Deputy Sheriff Wm. Bald- 
Win nearly lost his life and H. E. Bishop, 
a bystander, was shot in the leg. It is also 
said that five negroes were wounded, one 
of whom is said to have since died inside 
the stockade. 


At about 7:30 in the evening negroes from 
the Penwell Coal Co.'s stockade, armed with 
Winchesters, came up.in front of Penwell's 
store, in the heart of the business section 
of the city. One of them began quarreling 
with a white miner. The police attempted 
to stop the row, whereupon the negro drew 
a knife and d lared any white man to come 
forward, 

Policeman Samuel Smith 
George V. Penwell, the mine operator, went 
on his bond. This emboldened the rest of 
the regroes, and they dared any white man 
to come forward. 

Then one of the 
pitched battle was begun.

Willis Bishop was standing in a saloon 
when a bullet went through the door, and 
through the calf of his leg, and.enteged the 
back of the saloon, Every business house 
in town was closed as s00n as possibie, 
and the women and children tn the out- 
skirts of the city were greatly terrified.

Judge Peabody Was Easy on Him and 
After Fining Him $5 Stayed the 
Fine on Promise of Good 
Behavior.

Joseph Schlindwein, son of a United States 
Army Lieutenant, was a defendant before 
Judge Peabody Thursday, charged with ma- 
licious destruction of property. His offense 
consisted in defacing a Spanish flag adorn- 
ing an advertisement of the play, ‘‘Remem- 
ber the Maine,” now at Havlin’s Theater. 
It was alleged that Schlindwein deliberately 
_ tore the emblem of Spain from a bill board, 
although his patriotism in so doing was un- 
questioned. 

The prosecuting witness was William 
Garen, manager of Havlin’s Theater. He 
was indignant at Schlihdwein’s action and 


caused his arrest. 

Policemen O’Brien and Curry escorted the 
prisoner to the Central District Police Sta- 
tion, where he spent the night in the hold- 
over, 

Manager Garen was on hand early Thurs- 
day to tell the court his troubles and to ask 
for Schlindwein's conviction. The latter 
took the stand and in a manly way said: 

“Your honor, I am a citizen of the United 
States. I love law and order, but I detest 
tyranny. 

‘“‘My father battled at Santiago for the 
Stars and stripes. He fought when Span- 
ish bullets rained thick and fast. He made 
an hpnorable recard. Although peace has 
virtually. been declared, I consider Spain is 
still an enemy, and when their flag is 
flaunted in our faces, I care not in what 
form, it is an insult to the country. The 
memory of my father’s valor rose before 
me when I grabbed that outrageous adver- 
tisement and rent it asunder.”’ 

Judge Peabody was deeply impressed with 
the prisoner’s statement. 

“I believe Schlindwein is a patriot. No 
playhouse or other concern should provoke 
the animosity of our people. It is imma- 
terial in which manner the flag was dis- 
played. It should not be hibited in con- 
nection with Old Glory under any circum- 
stances at the present time. However, Mr. 
Schlindwein certainly did some damage to 
the Havlin’s Theater property, and I shall 
impose a fine of $5, which is stayed on his 
promise of future good behavior.”’

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THE PLAYS 
OF THE WEEK. 


It is a positive pleasure to see a play like 
“Shenandoah,” now at the Olympic, where 


the motives are all direct and plain, and 
the sentiment all clean, The ply question 
ever raised in the minds of any of the char- 
acters is that of which of the two duties 
to choose, 

With the clean, crisp motive of the play 
the rest of it accords nicely and in order. 

Maurice Barrymore and Mary pon 
are eminefitly fitted to the parts, and Miss 
Hampton as a warm-hearted Southern girl 
is nothing if not lovable. In strong but not 
unpieasant contrast to the love stories of 
the play is the wild scene of war in the 
third act, when the retreating Federa!s 
are blazing away with their muskets and 
the whole stage is a picture of orderly con- 
fusion. The retreat and rally raises the 
enthusiasm of the audience to fever heat, 
and is greeted with prolonged applause. 

One of the prettiest bits in the production 
is the work of Miss Charlotte Crane as 
Jenny Buckthorne, Miss Crane is a bright, 
vivacious little creature and plays her part 
with tact and grace that leaves notning 
to be asked. It is excessively girlish and in- 
genuous, The production, in spite of the hot 
weather, is drawing good houses and I|s 
proving a success in every way.

At the first session of the House of Delegates Tuesday night 
two franchise grabbing bills were introduced. The Electric 
Connecting Railway Company asks for the privilege of build- 
ing certain street car lines and of operating ‘“‘connecting” or 
“intersecting” lines for other companies. What it wants is 
very vaguely set forth and might be construed to cover a 
great deal more than appears on the surface. It also wants 
to carry baggage, and for all prgpileges granted only pro- 
poses to pay $100 per annum to the vity—a trifle not worth 
considering uncer the circumstances.’ 

The Southern Electric Railroad wants to extend its tracks. 
It wishes to bu:'d a double track over certain streets. This 
would be a good thing for its passengers and itself, but it 
von'd also take up nhs the space now used in the pubtic 
ati vets, Andit the single track is worth a rental the double 
track will be worth a much higher rental. Yet the com- 
pany offers the city no compensation. 

Neither of these bills should pass in their present shape. 
Rental values of all franchises should be carefully estimated, 
and those desiring a franchise should not get it without paying 
its value.

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THE REGULAR ARMY, 


It is reported that the President, in his forthcoming mes- 
sage, will recomnmend the organization of a regular army of 
“at least 100,000 men.”’ 

It is conceded that the regular army will have to be en- 
larged, but the country is by no means convinced that 100,000 
men are needed. 

For service at home a force of 25,000 has been sufficient tn 
the past and will be in the future. The additional regiments 
will be employ¢aG in our “new possessions.” But there is no 
reason to Suppose that a large army will be needed to keep 
order in those regions and defend them from attack. 

In'Cuba there is a native army, which can be reorganized 
and officered by Americans. This would prebably please the 
Cubans and lead to a better understanding with the little re- 
public, if one is set up. In Porto Rico the natives can be en- 
listed, for there is no doubt the people would be willing, even 
anxious, to provide the force for loca] defensé. In the Phil- 
ippines the natives are probably not trustworthy just now, 
but they can be ‘broken in,’’ and will make good soldiers. 

The convincing argument for such a policy is the inability 
of the American to live and thrive in the tropics. Political 
considerations aside, those of climate are conclusive. The 
nucleus of the regiments should be formed of Americans, at 
least for a time, ond they should be officered by Americans. 

We do not propose to conquer more territory. Our only duty 
is to guard what we have annexed and for that it is not 
necessary to’have a. large regular army of Americans. 

The State Horticultural Society appeals to fruit growers 
and farmers t> send ‘specimens of Missouri’s famous apples 
to the Omaha Exposition for the Missouri Exhibit. The so- 
ciety believes that ‘‘the apple exhibit will be worth more to 
our counties and to our State than all other fruits,.”’ This ap- 
peal should receive a prompt response. It will be some time 
before a better opportunity will be found to so extensively ad- 
vertise the State's fruit-growing capacity.

When Ramon made up his 
mind to come here he didn’t ask the ad- 
vice of friends or relatives, but just 
Skipped aboard the transport Seneca and 
away in the hold. The Seneca 
was bringing to New York 188 men of the 
Volunteer Signal Corps, under Lieutenant. 
Colonel Rever. 

When Ramon Diag was at length found 
by a sailor in the hold he was half déwd 
The ship's doctor said it 
was a case of pneumonia, contracted from 
exposure. Lieut. ‘Crawford of the Fifth 
Company, Signal Corps, took a fancy to 
the boy, and decided to take him to Little 
Rock, Ark., and give him an education.

“The greatest curse of the country is 
drink. Meecal is retailed at 1 cent per 
glass and two drinks of it will make an 
ordipary man drunk. For $1 a man can go 
on a spree of several days.

Crime Committed Three Years Ago 
Comes to Light by the Confession 
of William Runyons cf 
West Virginia. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 29.—Mrs. Sara 
Runyons, who, with her 17-year-old son. 
Adam Runyons, is confined in the counry 
jail on the charge of having retailed moo: 
Shine whisky in Clay County, received a 
letter this morning which discloses a hor- 
rible tragedy and golves the mystecy sur- 
rvunding the disappearance of her nusoan4. 
who left home almost three years ago and 
never returned. The letter is from G. W. F. 
Chapman, a brother-in-law of Mrs. Run- 
yons, and the writer says that William 
tunyons, a cousin of her husband, has con- 
fessed to the murder and robbery of his 
cousin, Harrison Runyons, and also con- 


fesses to having murdered Alice School- 
craft and her baby, whom Harrison Run- 
yous was escorting to their home in Clay 
County. 

Mrs. Runyons tells a romantic story of 
her hiusband’s leaving home and her strug- 
gle to maintain her seven children, six of 
whom are very 6mall. She wept bitterly 
when she related that seven weeks ago 
when she and her oldest son were brought 
to Louisville for trial she was compelled to 
leave her Other little dhildren in their 
mountain home without anything to eat 
and with no protector. 

The letter is directed to young Adam 
Runyone and the story as related by Chap- 
man {s a@ horrible one. He says that a 
few days ago William Runyons, a cousin of 
Harrison Runyons, went to the authorities 
at Pigeon Creek, W. Va., which is a ehort 
distance from the Runyons home, Warfield, 
Ky., and confessed to having killed Harri- 
~~ Runyons, his cousin, Tor his. money. 

tunyons says in his confession that during 
the month of May, 1898, Harrison Runyons 
and a young woman and her baby spent 
the night at his home on Pigeon Creek, 
and that while they were there he and 
his brother heard that their cousin had 
$50 in gold in h's pocket, besides a gold 
watch and a pistol. The two brothers be- 
gan at once a plan to murder and rob 
them, and, having previously learned that 
their cousin was going to a point some 
distance from there to work, they waited 
until next morning and lay in wait for 
them 

The brothers selected for the scene of 
murder peat between Pigeon Creek and 
D'ingus. hey had been there but a short 
while, the murderer says, when they saw 
the three victims approaching. As Harri- 
s0n Runyons neared him, Willlam Runyons 
said that he drew his revolver and shot 
his cousin dead on the spot. The woman 
attempted to run, but Runyons says that 
his brother headed her off and covered 
her with a revolver. The woman begged 
piteously for her life, but the other re- 
plied that dead people could tell no tales, 
and sent a bullet through her body. He 
says that his brother then picked up the 
infant and dashed its head against a tree, 
crushing its skull] completely. 

William Runyons says that after taking 
his cousin’s money, watch and pistol, he 
buried the three bodies in a deep hole be- 
hind a log and covered them up.

There was a brisk exchange of congrat- 
ulations Wednesday night between West- 
ern Union operators. They had heard the 
glad news from New York, published in 
a late edition of the Post-Diapatch, that 
the rule of the company discharging any 
employe whose wages were garnished had 
been suspended, 

The suspension of this rule means that 
hundreds of men will be able to shake 
off the burden of exorbitant and unjust 
debt, and devote their earnings to the needs 
of themselves and their families instead of 
pouring a large part of them into the 
coffers of the usurers. 

Men who HRavg been paying 20 or # per 
cent a month on loans can now fight for 
their rights in the courts, without losing 
their positions. 

The shylocks who have fattened on usury 
for years will have their incomes reduced 
materially and some of them will be forced 
to go to work and earn their living legiti- 
mately. G 

Gov. Stephens and Police Commissioner 
Harry Hawes and Judge McCaffrey calied 
on George Gould in New York Wednesday 
and told him of the conditions existing 
among St. Louls operators because of the 
Western Union garnishment rule.
